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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1,2,3,7,8,9,10,13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Bedney (4,738,317). 

Bedney discloses a seed planting assembly including a tool bar 14, a planting 
unit including a planting unit frame that carries a seed trench opening assembly, a seed 
delivery assembly and a seed closing assembly (not specifically numbered but shown in 
figure 1, generally numbered as 12), with a mounting assembly including upper and 
lower support beam members (42 & 46) and a vertical positioner 18 including a first 
linkage 62 connected to the lower beam member (figure 3) and a second linkage 66 
connected to the first linkage at a positioner joint, and including a biasing member 74 
urging the second linkage towards the positioner joint. Concerning claim 7, the pivotal 
connection between members 62 & 66 is considered the positioner joint, and the pivotal 
connection between member 62 & 42 is considered the second joint. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 4-6,1 1,12 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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Claims 14-18 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 5/1 1/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant explains applicant's device and Bedney's device and argues that 
the device of Bedney operates differently than applicant's device. The examiner agrees 
with both applicant's description and applicant's assertion that applicant's device 
operates differently than Bedney's device. Applicant's arguments however are more 
limiting than the claims themselves. For example, although applicant's spring biases 
link 90 toward the rear of the slot as argued, applicant's independent claim 1 has not 
included a recitation of a slot and a biasing that causes relative movement of the link 
within the slot. Applicant's recitation of a biasing member urging the second linkage 
towards the positioner joint does not require movement of the second linkage within the 
joint or relative to another member.
